When ei 
this cruel Tyrant had finiſhed this horrid Murder, i 
he incontinently departed 1gain ro the Court, where 
he ſecrerly told unto the Earl of Limoſe, what he 
bad done; ſaying, Andolocia is like to work u 
no more Miſchief, for 1 have killed him with my 
own Hands, neither could I reft before 1 was ſure 
that he was Dead, Now whereas the Earl in four

y, ſhe was exceedingly grieved, and being moved with 
ſo Srathful Diſpleaſure againſt the Murderers, with- 


ur longer De iberation, he gave Judgment that 
they ſhourd be executed with bruifing their Bones 


o- upon Wheels, and that if the Earl of Limeſe was 
pick, he ſhould be carried to the Place of Execution, 
d if be was dead, that his Carkaſs notwithſtand- 
g ſhuuld be ſer on the Whcel ; which was exe- 
.Cyted on the two Earls, as the King had Mn 
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thbe Prince and Prince's mourned, as If be had been 


King and Queen beid their Court, until his Fathet
